TBJO BAILWAT-^IEN TRAINS OAH BE 
WORKED OH TBE CUTE AT ONE TQrTE. 
Gfeat Britain bar an electrla railway, 


and an underground one at that. The 
City and Month 'London electric railway 
waa opened by tbCfrlnce of Wales last 
month, and 13 now In operation to the 
great satisfaction of aU concerned. It is 
in reality a eubway, about three and onc- 
fourth miles in length, passiDg iroco a 
point ID King Williams street, London, 
under the Thames, and off to Stockwell, a 
suburban, district, and constructed oB a. 
novel method, designed bylJ. H. Qieat- 
bead, engtoeer, In the form of two circular 
iron tunnels, ten feet In diameter, driven 
throughout the London clay, about sixty 
feet below the surface, and at a cost of 
abont $1,100.000 per mile. 


The two tunnels, alter' having passed 


under the bed of the Thames, have bten 
•excavated by the compressed uir M-sum, 
in the faoe ot a fubterruiiruu difficulty 
which conld hardly he exceeded—namely, 
a powerful underground river percolating 
through H-gravel bed ot hirst- flint* and 
coai s>- prbblt-8. Tltis water flow was keijt 
back for weeks upon weeks by tbn.hcer 
force of v«'iuiiie» ot i-oniprt-ssrd air, while 
c >hc-rete and uem«-nt-£rout were [mun-d i'i 
frum of tne tuuufl shield, a. d nil nrtiiiival 
rock extemporized, hi winch ihe segmi-uts 
of ihe Iron tur>nt*l cuuld be b-'ited t- getlier. 
The tunnels wuie made in lour huudred- 
jurd-Uoaths, two hundred y«ru^'tie^n*: 
driven tiom t ach lace, uno* meetiuji like 
lengths driven Irom «.ci.er lurces. 


Tbe City and*buuth Londun El.cLrical 


Railway Company bus thu udvautnge of 
knowing beforehand what its traction ex- 
penses will be, for the enterprising con- 
tractors, Messrs. Mather & Platt, guaran- 
tee that tor the first two years it shall not 
exceed seven cents per train mile. On rhe 
Metropolitan underground railway, where 
steam locomotives, the product of fifty 
years' Inventions and Improvements, are 
used, the haulage coat 13 twenty cents per 
mile, with a train capacity of 460 passen- 
gers.. But these require much rarger tun- 
nels and have to maintain a permanent 
way twice as heavy to accommodate their 
steam and smoke-emitting locomotives. 


It is claimed tbat this railway has a 


great advantage over others in the- way of 
safety to passengers.. In the event of a 
train breaking down, tbe ourrent will be 
cut off from tbe section, avid 1t canqot be 
run into by a train following. The pas- 
sengers can get out and walk to the next 
station, which in no case exceeds a dis- 
tance of one-third of a mile. Tbe safety 
appliances on the line, as on the trains, 
leave nothing to be desired, and altogeth- 
er the whole scheme deserves tbe admi- 
ration anrj encouragement of &1I. 


The following are the particulars of the 


plan and details ot the various parts ol 
tbe work:: 


The machinery for generating the pow- 


er is situated at Stockwell, the suburban 
terminus of the line. 
The engines run at 


100 revolutions per minute, giving a piston 
speed of 460 feet per minute. They indi- 
cate up to 375 horse power each. The fly- 
wheels are 14 feet in diameter. 
Tbe gen- 


erator's are of the Edisoo-Hojjkinson type 
with bar armatures. They are capable of 
generating 450 volts and 460 amperes. 
Tbe machine can be run as shunt, or 
com- 


pound oply, as required. 


The Edlson-Hopkinson dynamo is well 


known as being perhaps the most efficient 
machine constructed. Tbe present ma- 
chines have an electrical efficiency 'of 06 
percent., or slightly over, and the meas- 
ured efficiency of the engine and dynamo, 
i e., nttlo of tbe electric power available 
outside the dynamo tu the indicated horse 
power of| the engine, is over 75 per cent,. 


Sir William Thompson's multlcellular 


electrostatic voltmeters are used for meas- 
ui ing tbe electromotive force. The cur- 
lent from the dynamos is conveyed to a 
general distributing and testing switch- 
hoard, fixed in a recess of the engine-house. 
From this board the main CM cults are 
taken to various parts of the line, and tbe 
current passing through each circuit is 
measured, and suitable, arrangements are 
urnvided fur switching over from one cir- 
cuit toanulher.
